monly and merely meant, by his being deem'd art 
Age. Natural Incapacity, in fome Cafes, is allow'd 
to exclude a Man wholly ; and I fee no Reafon why 
an Ideot or Lunatick fhall lofe his Eftate abfolurely, 
and the Indifcreet, of whatever Denomination, as ab- 
folurely poflefs it, until he be able to bring fome liv- 
ing Tefiimonies of his having Prudence enough in 
fome meafure to govern it. Extravagance, among the 
Romans, was efteem'd a moral Madnefs; and one of 
the wifeft and beft of their Emperors conftiruted an 
Officer, or Prator Tutelaris, for the better and imme- 
diate Care of the Eftates of Minors, and Pupils who 
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might labour under this Incapacity. I perfuade my- 
felt, that I could prove it, if I was call’d co tt, thar 
thig is a Species of the Infante ; and that the Heads of 
many eminent Families in this Kingdom are ftrongly 
poff<fi'd with it, and ftand as much ia need of a Do- 
Cor, as any within the Diftrict of Afcorfields We 
have it from the Lord Chancellor. Adcor's own Autho- 
rity, that he nad a Boy, who (as he believ'd, and 
exprefs'd it) would bea Boy as long as he liy'd; and 
I have cut, within the Year, feveral Perfons ot Di- 
ftinGtion, between the Age of Twenty-five and Thirry, 
who were full as ricketry, and incapable of ftanding 
a hy-lone, as when they were firft put into the Go- 
cart; and who, at thete Years, requird as much po- 
litical, as they did tien nacdral Leading-ftrings. I 
defire, Sir, that this Ca‘e may be regiflred, and that 
it may ftand as an Inftance, how neceflary it was for 
the Legiflative Power to pafs a Bill co abolifh fome of 
the moft unwarrantable Games; as alfo, how much f 
have the Intereft, Honour and Welfare of my Country 
at Heart.
